Three New Decrees Warn

BERLIN, Oct. 29.—The Govern- 
ment added fresh fuel yesterday to 
the conflict over whether Nazi or 
papal flags should be displayed 
on Catholic churches in the’ third 
Reich. It issued three new decrees 
providing for flying of the blood- 
red Nazi banner bearing the swas- 
tika, warning against any infringe- 
ments of this rule, and declaring 
failure to submit would mean ar- 
rests and fines for churchmen. 

Clergymen, however, still main- 
tained that only the, yellow and 
white emblem of the Vatican should 
be flown. 

The Nazi flag was displayed over 
the St. Hedwig Catholic cathedral 
in Berlin recently, but almost at 
half-staff and only on the left pole 


‘ of three, the other two staffs be- 


ing bare. St. Mathias Church 
showed no flag. 
Dr. Rosenberg Admonished. 

The issue of the Nazi and papa! 
flags was one of the topics dis- 
cussed in a conference between 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler and 
Count Conrad von Preysing-Lich- 
tenegg-Moos, Roman Catholic bish- 
op of Berlin. 

‘Hitler, religious circles heard.

Kerrl himself, during a party 
meeting at Limburg, declared: 

“By Article 24 of our program we 
recognized positive Christianity. 
That has nothing to do with dogma, 
but means free faith. | 

“The essence of National Social- 
ism is faith, it is an act of love. 
Therefore, National Socialism is 
positive Christianity and love to- 
ward one’s neighbor and neighbors, 
not. primarily the Hottentots and 
Zulus, but toward Germans’ com- 
patriots. :

Shelter of Emperor’s Double 
Also on the Way to 
Dessye.

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 29.—Em- 
peror Haile Selassie’s imperial red 
tent was shipped to the troop con- 
centration center of Dessye today, 
together with that of Haile Lika- 
mokwas, the King’s double. 

The imperial tent is small, ob- 
scure and completely camouflaged, 
and even if Italian military planes 
should sight the red canvas in a 
bombing attack on Dessye, they 
could not be sure of hitting the 
Emperor, for his tent is like that 
of Likamokwas. 

The Emperor's tent, lined with 
rich silk brocades, is called “Desta,” 
meaning joy. This shelter and 
the red silk, gold-fringed, bejeweled 
ceremonial umbrella are indispensa- 
ble parts of the equipment of both 
the Emperor and Likamokwas at 
the front.

27 Alleged “‘Shylocks” Arrest- 
ed in Effort to Break Up 
Usury Gang.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Special 
Prosecutor Thomas E, Dewey has 
begun a fight on Manhattan's 
small-loan racket today. 

Fifteen squads of investigators, 
striking at once in surprise raids 
yesterday, dragged in 27 alleged 
usurers, 

Other arrests will follow, the 
prosecutor indicated, until he cleans 
out the “Shylock” racket. 

The loan racket poured profits 
of $200,000 a week into the money 
lenders’ pockets on an estimated 
$1,000,000-a-week business, the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation declared. 

Most of those in custody, Dewey 
said, are “six-for-five boys’’—they 
lend $5 today and demand $6 for 
principal and interest next week. 

Methods of Collections.

The 1934 loan was 55 cents a bushel. 


The Commodity Credit Corpora-

Corn harvest- 
ed this year will be placed under 
bond as security for the advances 
and cannot be sold until the loans 
have been repaid. 

One purpose of the loans is to 
give producers working capital to

‘Midget’ Fernekes Found Dying 
in Chicago Cell—Escaped 
From Joliet. 


By the Associated Press. j 
CHICAGO, Oct. 29—Henry J. 


(Midget)Fernekes killed himself to- 
day rather than return to the State 
penitentiary at Joliet, from which 


he escaped Aug. 3. 
Rearrested yesterday after 12) 
weeks’ freedom, the 5-foot, 4inch 
outlaw, accused of three murders, 
swallowed poison in his cell at the 
Detective Bureau this.morning. 

Police found him unconscious an 
hour after they had talked with him 
at 9 a.m. He died in an ambulance. 
en route to a hospital. A Coroner’s 
physician reported an examination 

_ of the brain tissue showed death 
was due to poison. 

Fernekes, 37 years old, came from 
Valparaiso, Ind. For 14 years he 
had: been sought by New York 
State authorities for the killing of 
two men in a bank robbery in Pearl 
River, in 1921. 

‘He told Chief of Detectives Sulli- 
van last midnight: “I’d rather go 
back to New York and face the 
chair than go back to Joliet.” 

A small glass vial containing 
greenish-white crystals was found 
in a pocket of Fernekes’ trousers 
when his clothes were examined in 
the presence of reporters. The con- | 
vict had studied chemistry. “His 


guards said they had searched him 
with extreme care only a few hours | 
earlier, stripping the prisoner and |

How he managed to walk out of 
the State prison has not been ex- 
plained. It is presumed that civilian 
clothes and a pair of dark glasses 
were smuggled to him, and in this 
costume he walked past the guards, 
who thought ne was a prison vis- 
itor. 

He was serving a sentence of 10 
years to life for the killing of Cash- 
ier Michael Swintowski in the rob- 
bery of the Pulaski Building and 
Loan Association of Chicago. 

When arrested he denied he was 
Fernekes, but his identity was es- 
tablished through fingerprints.

Inmate of Home in Kansas Dies, 
} Still Claiming to Be ‘Tip’ O'Neill 


By the Associated Press. 
WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 29.—King “Tip” O’Neil, 76 years old, 


who said he was the noted baseball player with the St. Louis Browns 
half a century ago, died in the Sedgwick Ccunty Home here today of 
neuritis and infirmities of age. 
Almost friendless, he had lain 
on his bed for weeks contradict- 


ing statements by sports writers 
all over the United States that he 
was not the famed baseball 
player. 

Less than a week ago, he again 
Stated that the “Tip O’Neill who 
died in Montreal, Canada, in 1918 
was not the baseball player who 
batted .492 with the St. Louis 
Browns when that club was a mem- 
ber of the American Association 
in 1885.” 

The man around whom the con- 
troversy flared said he was forced 
to retire from baseball because of 
an injured arm which hampered 
his throwing. After leaving base- 
ball, he said, he became a “boomer,” 
engaging in coal mining in Ken- 
tucky, and a soldier in the United 
States army, which he joined in 
1891 when war with Chile was 
threatened, 

While in an army camp in the 
State of Washington, he said, he 
engaged a lieutenant in a fist fight 
and was courtmartialed and sen- 
teneed to Aleatraz. He later was. 


pardoned, he said by 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

For four years prior to his death 
he had been employed at the 
county home here as a janitor and 
handyman, 

For several weeks, he had been 
declining offers of help from old 
baseball fans to gain for him bene- 
fits of old and disabled players. 

“I have everything here that any 
man needs or wants,” he said. “I 
haven’t long to live and there would 
be little or no use to attempt to do 
anything for me now.”

Alabama Tenant Union 
Charges Relief Labor Was 


Used to Break Walkout 
of Cotton Pickers. 


NEGRO DELEGATION 
IN WASHINGTON 


They Tell Officials of Al- 
leged Violence by Land- 
lords—FERA and WPA 


Takes Up Complaints.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The 
reign of terror which, it is charged, 
has grown out of the strike of Ne- 
gro members of the Sharecroppers’ 


Union in Alabama may bring a 
Federal investigation, it was indi- 
cated here today. 

Dallas Dort, chief of the investi- 
gative staff of FERA and WPA, 
said he is considering an investiga- 
tion of at least one phase of the 
charges made by a delegation of un- 
ion members who have put their 
case before various Federal] offi- 
cials. Relief labor, the union dele- 
gation charged, was brought in to 
pick cotton when the union struck 
for a wage of $1 a day. 

This charge will be investigated, 
Dort said, indicating that he would 
ask the Alabama Relief Adminis- 
trator to send investigators into the 
counties where most of the strike 
-yiolence is alleged to have oc- 
curred. Dort told the union delega- 
tion that the charges of violence, 
involving six lynchings, did not 
come within his province. 

Death List Reported at 15. 

For some time, field representa- 
tives of various Federal agencies 
have brought back to Washington 
reports of violence in Alabama 
which, according. to some accounts, 
has resulted in a death list reported 
as 15. Most of the violence has oc- 
curred in Alabama counties where 
Negroes are in the majority. 

The union delegation, which in- 
cluded Annie Mae Meriwether, 
widow of one of the Negro strikers 
alleged to have been lynched, also 
called on Chester Davis, AAA Ad- 
ministrator, and his executive as- 
sistant, Paul Porter.

Official Summary Shows $1,227,973,000 Com- 
pared to $1,013,069,000 Despite Pro- 
gram to End Dole.

ficial summary showed today that 
the Government, despite its pro- 
gram to end the dole, has spent 


more foy relief so far this 
year than it did during the same 
period of 1934. This year’s relief 
grants were placed at $1,227,973,573, 
compared to $1,013,069.738 in the 
corresponding 10 months of last 
year, 

The amount granted for relief 
since Oct. 1 has been only a frac- 
tion of what it was in October a 
year ago, however, and officials 
Say that increased employment 
from the Works program will end 
all Federal outlays for relief during 
November. 

The tapering-off process was re- 
flected in the relief grants for Sep- 
tember and October this year. They 
were $96,039,145 and $31,382,514 re- 
spectively, compared with $106,841,- 
985 and $160,090,072 in the corre- 
sponding months last year. Six 
states have been cut off the Fed- 
eral dole entirely and Hopkins has 
said that the rest will be cut off as 
the Works program gains momen- 
tum. 

Not Up to Old Program Yet. 

Employment provided directly by 
the $4,000,000,000 Work Relief ef- 
fort has not yet attained the propor- 
tions reached by FERA'’s old work 
relief program last October.

%o the Editor of tne Post-Dispatch: 
URING all of the years that I have 
been here, I have read and been en- 
lightened by your editorials and cartoons. 


THAT AAA ELECTION. 


That big election came off Saturday, and the corn- 
hog farmers voted overwhelmingly against assassi- 
nating Santa Claus, In other words, they are highly 
in favor of continuing not to raise Poland Chinas, 
Duroc Jerseys, to say nothing of just plain razor- 


‘| backs, as long as the Government’s checks rain down 


like the gentle dew from heaven. Not that anyone 
anticipated a close election, with check decliners and 
check receivers going neck and neck down the 
stretch. Who wouldn’t rather sit on a fence, chaw 
tobacco and whittle, the approved technique, we sup- 
>pose, in the business of not raising hogs, than to 
look after the pesky critters? 

If Dr. Henry Wallace and Dr. Chester Davis de- 
nounce this comment as being hopelessly flippant, 
the obvious retort is that to hold an election under 
the circumstances and conditions surrounding that of 
last Saturday is to engage in a form of opera bouffe. 
The only possible significance is that some 50,000 
farmers, whether because they are not getting theirs 
or because they oppose AAA policies from conviction, 
voted “No.” If a real plebiscite were held, to include 
all those who pay the processing taxes and like to 
eat pork chops, the result would be worth something. 

Meanwhile, the AAA reduction policies, designed as 
an emergency measure, go on and on. And not the 
least disconcerting thing about it is that the Re- 
publicans, who are highly vocal on all other phases 
of the administration, are strangely reticent about 
this. Witness the proceedings at the Grass Roots 
conference, where the G. O. P. leaders approached the 
subject with the cautious and ingratiating manner of 


‘ One of ‘the most pertinent of those car- 
toons appeared this week. It depicted 
the courts bound. 

‘ Though much has been written con- 
cerhing legal philosophy, there can prop- 
erly be but one basic ideal of any law. 
That is justice as nearly as imperfect 
human beings can approach it. This fair 
dealing must take into consideration 
everybody concerned. Law must not be 
unfair to one of the parties to a contro- 
versy to the unreasonable advantage 
of the other one. But how often this 
unfairness exists in criminal procedure 
when defendants, who are probably 
guilty, are unduly aided. 

The present procedittral situation in 
this, and nearly evéry other jurisdiction, 
prevents the application by the court of 
a close approach to legal justice. Our 
only hope is in an aroused citizenry. If 
those who formulate procedural laws are 
made to understand that their re-election 
depends upon the enactment of laws 
which will sever the cords which now 
bind the courts, then, and only then, will 
the courts be able to function properly. 

The time to act is here. Personally, 
I have every confidence that the Post- 
Dispatch will ‘take a leading part in a 
definite educational program which 
should continue uninterruptedly - until 
legislators dare not oppose the will of 
Missouri to be an example of justice. 

In addition, the courts of this and other 
states must have the daring to unbind 
themselves. There are several] instances 
in which the courts of this State still in- 
terpret procedural: statutes so narrowly 
that some of the good that the legisla- 
tion was intended to bring about is not 
realized. The courts have, no doubt, 
acted honestly and conscientiously in 
coming to their decisions. Some of the 
conclusions were reached when laws were 
still new and the ol@ order was yet 
favored. These decisions should be re- 
investigated. I, for one, cannot believe 
that our courts lack the mental honesty 
and the courage to réverse decisions 
made by themselves or earlier Judges if 
they believe that former judicial conclu- 
sions were incorrect. 7 

Let us be about the Business of purg- 
ing our procedural laws of all that hin- 
ders the courts from dispensing real jus- 
tice to everyone concerned. The suggest- 
ed goal can be reached and Missouri can 
lead the way.

HOW CINCINNATI DOES IT. 

The City Manager of Cincinnati recently found it 
mecessary to appoint a new chief in charge of one of 
the most important public departments in his city. 
The qualifications of various eligible men were care- 
fully reviewed by the city’s Civil Service Commission, 
which submitted three names to the City Manager. 
He, in turn, made the appajntment on the basis of the 
facts before him, and that was all there was to it. As 
he said afterward: “I give you my word, I did not 
have a telephone call or a letter concerning that 
choice. I was left entirely free.” 

This, of course, does not mean that the people of 
Cincinnati are not interested in who occupies their 
local public offices. It means just the contrary. For 
until about 10 years ago, they had party administra- 
tion of municipal affairs, and with it:the waste and 
bad government that go with the spoils system at 
its worst. Now, thanks to the city manager plan 
and a public consciousness which supports it, they 
live in what is probably the best-governed large city 
in the country. Municipal America can learn a lot

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MR. HULL’S LETTER. 

The American people, we believe, have read with 
satisfaction the correspondence between the League 
of Nations and Secretary of State Hull. 

Asked by the president of the Committee on Co-or- 
dination to comment on the League’s program of 


by our Government, Mr. Hull wrote a letter: which 
might be said to have been dictated by our public 
opinion. : 

The League was told that the United States looks 
sympathetically upon all efforts, individual or in con- 
cert, to halt the armed conflict. Our official action 
was succinctly set forth: the embargo on export of 
arms, ammunition and implements of war to both 
belligerents; the proclamation making it unlawful 
for an American ship to carry such arms, ammuni- 
tion or implements of war to any port of the bellig- 
erent countries; the further proclamation warning 
American citizens against travel on belligerent ships; 
the President's injunction that American citizens do- 
ing business with either of the belligerent nations 
do so at their own risk. 

Such is the neutrality policy of the United States, 
authorized by acts of Congress and now brought into 
positive operation. Mr. Hull refers to the fact diplo- 
matically: but pointedly that our neutrality legisla- 
tion preceded action by the League or its constitu- 
ent members. We have followed in nobody's steps. 
We have charted our own course. ‘We have done 
this in the firm determination not to become in- 
volved in the present isolated war, or in whatever 
violence may ensue. 

That is the American credo. It does not mean that 
we are indifferent to the fate of other nations, to 
the agony and hardship imposed on peoples by war. 
It does mean that we cannot actively take sides in 
| the quarrels of other nations. It does mean that we 
have learned from bitter experience the cost of par- 
ticipation in the affairs of other nations. Out of 
that experience we are trying to avoid any repetition 
of the mistakes that brought us at last to the bloody 
trenches of the World War.

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THE FARMER LIKES IT UP THERE, TOO. 


Problems of Subdivision Control 


Premature attempts at developing land near cities cause waste and inefficiency, 
engineer says; estimates there are now enough vacant lots in U. S. to house 
double our present urban population; huge costs in street maintenance and 
fictitious values involved; urges zoning restrictions to curb “wild-cat subdivisions.” 


From a Paper by Earl O. Mills, St. Louis Planning Consultant, Before the National 
Conference on City, State and Regional Planning, at Cincinnati. 


OTWITHSTANDING that meritorious 
N progress has been achieved in subdivi- 

sion control as a part of comprehensive 
planning, certain evils still prevail. Few, if 
any, cOmmunities have escaped the blight- 
ing*‘and detrimental effects of land exploi- 
tation in the form of excessive and un- 
warranted subdivided areas. The disastrous 
consequences of these false attempts at the 
urbanization of land. yet unripe for devel- 
opment are not, and cannot be, fully real- 
ized in the absence of more complete and 
authentic information. The editors of the 
magazine Fortune, however, throw some 
light on this dilemma in their excellent 
publication, “Housing America,” in which 
they say: 

“The American continent was whittled 
down from the lap of God to the corner 
lot in a man’s lifetime. And the waste of 
that process lies about our cities now in 
slag heaps of’ houseless subdivisions and 
tailings of high-priced acres like the refuse 
around a careless mill. Chicago was said 
to have enough newly plotted suburban land 
five years ago to house 10,000,000 people. 
There are enough lots staked off on Long 
Island to make suburbanites of the inhab- 
itants of the five boroughs of New York. 
Of Cleveland’s 375,000 lots, 47 per cent were 
vacant in 1929. Detroit suburbs have been 
staked 30 per cent in advance of require- 
ments for the last 30 years. Seventy-five 
per cent of the total plotted area of Bur- 
bank, Cal., and 53 per cent of the plotted 
land throughout Los Angeles County are 
vacant.” 

sd * * 

If the average amount of vacant platted 
land known to exist in several represén- 
tative communities is indicative of the aver- 
age for all urban regions, there are now 
sufficient vacant lots to accommodate a 
total urban population considerably more 
than double that of 1930, which was 69,000.- 
000. If the migration from rural to urban 
areas continues at the same pace as it did 
from 1920 to 1930. which is exceedingly 
doubtful, the maximum increase in urban 
population will scarcely exceed 13,000,000, or 
only about 15 or 20 per cent of the amount 
needed to absorb the now existing vacant 
lots. Furthermore, it cannot be assumed 
that the entire increase in urban population 
will seek the lots already subdivided. There 
are many areas relatively closer in and more 
attractive that could and should be devel- 
oped. This would indicate that the vast 
majority of the surplus subdivided areas 
will forever remain idle unless some read- 
justment is effected. 

Sufficient data is not available for a fair 
approximation of the tremendous useless 
expenditures made for streets, utilities and 
other facilities now serving vacant lots. In 
Los Angeles County, there are 2220 miles of 
streets serving the frontage of vacant lots 
and the annual charge for street mainte- 
nance in front of these vacant lots alone is 
$1,435,869. It also is stated that the in- 
creased cost of government made necessary 
solely because of the existence of these va- 
cant lots is $3,500,000 annually. 

Another testimony to the folly of surplus 
land platting is the resultant and fictitious 
increase in land values. From a few esti- 


mates it is evident that for the entire 
nation, such inflated values would run into 
the billions of dollars, being in excess of 
$250,000,000 each in the Chicago and Los 
Angeles regions alone. 

For an orderly reorganization of the 
sparsely built areas, it is essential that 
thorough plan and zoning regulation precede 
new platting or replatting in order to es- 
tablish the desirable character of the sev- 
eral districts. Density regulations under 
zoning ordinances, if used more extensively 
and effectively, would contribute immea- 
surably to the solution of the problem of 
indiscriminate land platting. 

For example, it is quite generally conced- 
ed and should be recognized in planning that 
greater open space should be the compen- 
sating factor for greater distance in travel. 
Generally speaking, therefore, building sites 
should be increased somewhat in proportion 
to their distance from the center of high 
values. Likewise, beyond the limits where 
scientific studies indicate that the subdivi- 
sion of land into lots of less than an acre 
or two should terminate, only large estates, 
agricultural use, subsistence homesteads and 
the like should be permitted. 

* « ? 

Such an attempt to control more rigidly 
the distribution of population and wild-cat 
subdivisions may seem a questionable ex- 
tension of the zoning principle, but we need 
only to be reminded that in less than 20 
years we have witnessed the extension of 


the application of zoning regulations from 


the skyscrapers of New York to the cutover 
lands of Wisconsin, where the permanent 
use of certain lands is specifically prohibit- 
ed. Moreover, in view of our serious land 
problems, both rural and urban, we may 
reasonably expect a more widespread use 
and continued refinement of zoning regula- 
tions to effect a rational and wholesome 
distribution of population. 

Such regulgtions would serve to correct 
many evils in land platting and tend to 
bring about a better understanding of our 
future population growth in the urban re- 
gions. Too much stress cannot be placed 
upon the dire need of direct legal authority 
to control excess subdivision and the sale 
of subdivided property by metes and bounds 

Installation of improvements and utilities 
as a condition of approval of plats is now 
in effect-in a limited number of communi- 
ties. Though not.a panacea for all ills, 
this is a commendable practice and one that 
should be more extensively used. In Mem- 
phis, Tenn., a law has been in operation 
for the past decade which provides that a 
deed to a lot of less than two acres within 
the city or up to five miles beyond, cannot 
be recorded unless it abuts upon a public 
thoroughfare or is approved by the City 
Plan Commission. In other communities, 
instances are recorded where bvyilding per- 
mits or utilities are refused for lots in un- 
approved subdivisions, and while such a 
procedure may possess some merit, it can. 
at best, be regarded only as an expedient 
of questionable practical value under our 
democratic form of government. Obvious- 
ly, these problems must be corrected at their 
source if subsequent and aggravating com- 
plications are to be avoided.

HE body of “Dutch Schultz” 
Flegenheimer “darkly, by dead 
of night,” was carried out of 
New York for burial at 3 o'clock in 
the morning.

When bridge 
first became popular there natural- 
ly were more good players in New 
York than elsewhere because there 
were more people in New York. 
Students of the game in New York 
had the opportunity to play with 
and against these good players be- 
cause there were enough experts to 
go around, Naturally, talented 
young players had a better chance 
to ineréase théir knowledge of the 

Even those who cannot play 
reguiarly at the clubs with ranking 
players have constant chances to 
oppose them in open duplicate 
games, and if they are alert their 
game cannot fail to improve. And 
the more good players are created 
by association with the present crop 
of experts, the greater will be the 
opportunities of all up-and-coming 
but inexperienced players. 

Nevertheless, the Western cities 
are coming into their own, The 
names of their players are being 
seen more and more inscribed on 
championship trophies. The pres- 
ent Grand National plan for cham- 
pionship tournaments will make it 
possible for more and more people 
to attend the important tourna- 
ments, and the standard of play 
will improve throughout the coun- 


try.

BOUT noon on Sundays friends 
A avr in at the home of Dr. and 

rs. Von Schrenk in Florissant, 
where a warm welcome is always 
waiting. Mrs. Von Schrenk is for- 
mer president of the Garden Club, 
whose interest in gardening is sur- 
passed only by her interest in en- 
tertaining. In the spring and sum- 
mer cooling mint julips are served 
with various hors d’ouvres on the 
broad veranda overlooking her 
beautiful garden. On very cold days 
one is greeted with steaming hot 
toddies or a hot buttered rum. In 
this convivial atmosphere guests 
linger on and later gather in the 
dining room where a_ bountiful 
spread is prepared. The following 
was served at one of .oese gather- 
ings: 
Cold Daube a la Creole 


4 pounds of lean beef from the 
shoulder 

1-3 pound of salt pork 

5 onions, 5 carrots, 2 turnips 

3 bay leaves 

2 cloves of garlic 

1 tablespoon of lard 

3 sprigs each of thyme and pars- 
ley 

Salt, pepper and cayenne. 

Cut the salt pork into pieces three 
inches long and one-half inch thick. 
Season with black pepper and cay- 
enne and roll in a mixture made of 
the finely chopped thyme, parsley, 
bay leaves, one minced clove of 
garlic and three well mashed cloves 
and six allspice. Make incissions at 
intervals in the meat and force in 
the coated strips of salt pork. Rub 
the whole with salt and pepper. 
Cut three onions in quarters and 
place in a sauce pan with the lard. 
Brown slightly, then place them on 
top of the roast which has been 
placed in a Dutch oven. Cover 
closely and simmer very slowly un- 
til well browned. Add the carrots 
and turnips cut in inch squares and 
the remaining onions chopped fine. 
After simmering for 10 minutes, 
turn and simmer 10 minutes longer. 
Add enough stock or consomme to 
half cover and continue smothering 
slowly with lid on, turning often 
from two, to two and a half hours, 
or until tender. 

While this is cooking, in another 
pot place a knuckle of veal and 
two pigs feet. Season well with 
salt, pepper and cayenne and cover 
with two quarts of cold water and 
slowly bring to a boil. Add one bay 
leaf, a sprig of thyme, one-half 
clove of garlic and one onion 
minced very fine and two mashe 
cloves. Cook all very slowly until 
meat is tender and broth reduced 
to about a quart. Cool to remove 
all fat. Reheat and add more salt 
and pepper, a little vinegar and 
Worcestershire sauce and a few 
drops of tobasco. Place the daube 
on a platter and when the broth has 


‘| begun to jell coat the meat with it. 


Set immediately in a cool place. 

The remaining jellied broth is cut 

in small pieces and used as a gar- 

nishing around daube. This should 

be prepared the day before serving. 
Scalloped Oysters. 

4 dozen oysters 

3 tablespoons of butter 

1 blade of mace 

4 cloves 

1 sprig of thyme 

' 1 bay leaf 

3 sprigs of parsley 

% cup of cream 

% cup of oyster liquor 

Grated toasted bread crumbs. 

Drain the oysters in a colander, 

then strain the liquor. Heat the 

liquor with the chopped herbs and 

let simmer for 10 minutes, Strain, 

reserving liquor. Butter a baking 

dish, in this place a layer of oys- 

ters, over oysters a layer of toasted 

bread crumbs about one-half inch 

thick. Dot with bits or butter and 

sprinkle with salt and pepper. Add 

another layer of oysters and bread 

crumbs until the dish is full. Mix 


the. cream with one-half cup of the 


seasoned oyster liquor and pour 
over all, Sprinkle top with bread 
crumbs and dot with butter. Place 
in a quick over and bake about 15 
or 20 minutes.

This coma is the 
result of the accumulation of the 
ketone bodies which come from the 
fatty acids, incompletely reduced in 
the diabetic state. 

Under most conditions, however.
